SCHOOL FUND IN 


The state board of education was In 


session this morning in the office of 
Superintendent Ring, planning for the 
investment of the surplus money in the 
state school fund, says the 
Carson 


News. 
This amounts 
nominally to 


$150,000, in addition to hundreds of 
thousands of dollars' worth of Massa- 
chusetts- state bonds and 
securities, 


consisting of two million acres of land, 
a riiost magnificent showing for'a little 
sagebrush state. 


Two propositions 
were 
considered 


by the board, one of which was gov- 
ernment, bonds and 
the 
other was 


more Massachusetts state bonds. 


Of the former the 4'a are now sell- 


ing at a hca.vy premium, each hundred 
dollar bond costing $132. 
They run 


for about twenty years. 


'There is a premium upon the Mas- 


sachusetts bonds of 6 and the rate of 
interest is 3 1-2 per cent, while the 
issue runs from thirty-five to forty 
years. 
- According to these premiums and 
rates of Interest the school fund will 
be taenefitted over $30,000 by the pur- 
chase of Massachusetts bonds. ' 


State Treasurer Ryan, 
who 
was 


called into consultation, advanced the 
idea of the greater safety of the gov- 
ernment bonds and advised the board 
.against placing all the money in the 
state school fund in one investment. 


The board, upon, reassembling this 


afternoon, soon arrived at a decision 
to purcha.se the Massachusetts securi- 
ties, and the state treasurer was in- 
structed to purchase bonds approxi- 
mating $125,000.

In all the chief cities of the coun- 


try sunilar laws have been enacted 
and the Red Cross 
Society of the 


\votld has joined its hand in the cru- 
sade for an observation of the rule. 
Physicians state that much of the 


sickness of a community is this result 
of carelessness in this respect, and as 
many people with pulmonary (troubles 
come _to this high altitude it is. espec- 
ially desirable that the rule be vigor- 
ously enforced here. 


The' ordinance, while drastic in its 


terms, was passed more in the nature 
oif the commencement of a campaign 
ot education. ^While it is within 'the 
power of the police to make arrests of 
offenders, they have refrained from 
doing this and have merely warned 
people to be careful in the futxire. 


Several years ago the city council 


at Helena, Montana, passed a similar 
oidmance and as an offender against 
il s 
terms 
United States 
Senator 


Thomas H. Carter was arrested. The 
Senator was fined $1, which he cheer- 
fully paid,' stating that he considered 
the ordinance one of the most effective 
measure's ever 
undertaken ^for 
the 


preservation and protection ' of 
the 


public health. 


Not a little credit is due to I>r. J. 


L Robinson, chairman of the board of 
health, for the enactment of thjs, as 
well as the several other oidinances 
i ecently passed, -r.iich are the Initial 
steps towards! making Reno one of the 
most sanitary cities of the \vest.
